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Stage Set For Start On Hotel 


Ever since 1964, one firm 
or another has been eyeing 
St, Albert as a prime loca- 
tion for a second hotel fac- 
ility, Although sites had been 
tentatively picked, in the 
downtown area and along the 
St. Albert Trail, negotia- 
tions failed along the way 
and plans were shelved into 
limbo, 

Today, after over two 
years of hard work and plan- 
ning, Sam Shapiro, president 
of St. Albert Motor Inn 
(1972) Ltd, is in a position 
to announce that St. Albert 
will indeed have a second 
hotel, The proposal has been 
approved in principle by 
Town Council, the Alberta 
Liquor Control Board has 
accepted Mr, Shapiro’s 
plans as an additional liquor 
retail outlet (subject to cone 
ditions) and tenders are 
being prepared for publica- 
tion, pending the issuance of 
a building permit when a 
development agreement with 
Council of St, Albert has 
been finalized. 

“Now, all I have to worry 
about,’’ Mr, Shapiro said, 
“is to take care of techni- 
calities with the proper 
authorities, but all major 
obstacles have been over- 
come,”’ 

Mr. Shapiro said that ten- 
ders for his new hotel, tobe 
located along St, Albert 
Trail and South of Ball Ave- 
nue, Will probably be adver- 
tised during the third week 
in October. ‘Preliminary 
drawings are on the boards 


now and specifications are 
almost completed,” he said, 
Therefore, Mr. Shapiro still 
expects to start his $1.5 
million structure early in 
November. . . withcomple- 
tion date set for St, Albert's 
Kinsmen Rodeo 112 during 
the third week of June, 1973, 

The president of St, Albert 
Motor Inn (1972) Ltd., said 
he will personally recom- 
mend to the successful 
general contractor that St, 
Albert tradesmen be given 
preference in the sub-trades 


“‘T want local people to have 
a hand in building my hotel,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and I’m going todo 
my best to see that local 
sub-contractors get their 
share of work,’ 

Once the new hotel is come 
pleted, local people will be 
employed there he promised 
He explained, however, that 
he had already hired an 
experienced manager but all 
other members of the staff 
could be local people, if 
they qualify,

The Editor: 
I am concerned about the 


fate of St. Albert’s -- 
“Mother's Day Out’’ pro- 
gram, 


Last year some 40 local 
mothers were happy and

Tire Grade Terminology ‘‘Confusing”’ 


If you have tried to buy 
tires recently, or if you

BY SUCH TERMS AS 
PREMIUM, DELUXE, OR 
FIRST LINE BECAUSE 
THEY MEAN NOTHING, 
Each manufacturer can set 
his own standards for these 
terms, Add to this other 
technical expressions such 
as plies, bias-belted, rad- 
ial, and cords, and the cone 
sumer becomes thoroughly 
confused, 

As of January lst, 1970, 
all tires were to bear sever- 
i pieces of information 
molded permanently into the 
sidewalls, These were: size 
designation; maximum per- 
missible inflation pressure; 
maximum load rating; iden- 
tification of the tire manue 


facturer; the composition of 
material used in ply cord; 
actual number of plies in 
the sidewall and the actual 
number of plies in the tread 
area, if different; statement 
that the tire is of the tube- 
less or tube type; state- 
ment that the tire is radial 
if a radial-ply tire. 

Of the three classes of 
tires, the radials give lon- 
ger mileage and better trac- 
tion, Unless the original 
tires on your car were rade 
ials, your car should be 
specially adjusted forrad- 
ials if you wish to use them, 
This is necessary because 
of the different handling 
characteristics of radials 
compared to other tires. 
Also, if you do use radials, 
all tires on your car should 
be. radials, including snow 
tires, Bias-belted tires, al- 
though not as good as rade 
ials, generally, give good 
mileage and good traction. 
Bias-belted tires should al- 


ways be used in sets of four 
However, they may be used 
together with bias tires if 
the bias-belted tires are 
placed together in the front 
or in the rear, Never have 
different types of tires on 
the same axle, Generally, 
you should put the tires with 
the best road holding 


characteristics on the rear 
axle,

The Honourable W. J. 
Yurko, minister of the en- 
vironment, has announced 
anew system for the return 
of beverage containers, to 
become effective January i, 
1973, 

Mr. Yurko stated that in 
determining aworkable sys- 
tem two over-riding consid- 
erations were established: 
the use of the refillable 
container must not be jeo- 
pardized, and the system 
must be convenient for the 
consumer, 

Starting the beginning of 
next year, all retail stores 
throughout the province that 
Sell soft drinks will accept 
for refund all refillable soft 
drink containers (bottles) of 
the type and brand they sell, 
At the same time, universal 
depots which will take back 
all beverage containers will 
also be established, 

Under the new system, 
the manufacturer of the 
beverage will have to pay 
the retailer or depot opera- 
tor a one cent per contain- 
er handling and sorting 
charge,

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“Pat Mills, * residen of Furaven acreage Estates is justly alarmed at the condition 
ona stretch of road north of the Estates, leading towards what is locally known as Squaw 
Bridge. Photo one is taken on the fcirly steep hill approaching a curve in the river for 
about 500 yards, showing guard rail on the east side, along the bank of the Sturgeon 
River, The road is narrow and in poor condition, Location is about four miles west of 
the weigh scales on highway 2 north, and three miles south. 


Photo two shows Pat with his footona very weak post supporting the rail along a curve 
in the river, which is a drop of approximately 12 feet down, At this curve the river has 
been gradually eroding away the road, which is dropping into the river. Washout from the 
rail is in spots as much as three feet into the road. 


The post Pat indicates in photo three is in effect just dangling, with eroded hole show- 
ing under the rail beneath his foot, For two cars passing, or a car and bus, the rail 
offers no protection, and with snow onthe road the situation will be even more hazardous, 
The school bus passes here twice daily, fully loaded with three on a seat, Pat is not 
complaining about his taxes (about $550 per year), and he has no children in school, But 
he is most concerned that this section could be disastrous this winter and spring, unless 
something is done RIGHT NOW, before winter setsin, Mr, Mills has contacted a council- 
lor for his division, Mr. Bill Flynn, and Reeve Walter Van de Walle, but no action has 
been taken, The Gazette believes with Mr, Mills that this spot could be the scene of a 
tragedy if something is not done immediately,

Mayor Unveils Plan 


By Rose Martel 

Mayor Arthur Stapleton 
of Morinville addressed the 
October meeting of the Mor- 
inville Board of Trade with 
18 members in attendance, 
He gave a detailed report 
on the plans of development 
now under way inthis boom- 
ing town, 


ARTHUR STAPLETON 


He first referred to the 
street program, inthe exist- 
ing part of town and informed 
the gathering, that a $48,000 
hold back in the last street 
program, because of de- 
ficiency in the street struc- 
ture, would be sufficient to 
repair and finish the pro- 
gram, without any incum- 
brance tothe local taxpayers 

Mayor Stapleton then pro- 
ceeded to explain the new 
development now under way 
in Morinville. There are two 
developments being nego- 
ciated, comprising a total 
area of 450 acres, with an 
average of four houses to be 
built per acre, after street 
and parkland are taken out, 

All new sections to be 
developed will have all pre- 
paid utilities, paved streets, 
cement sidewalks, curb and 
gutter installations, 

Underway, at the present 
time is the first phase of the 
largest developers, Forest- 
Glen (Dixie) Developments 
with 50 acres, for a total of 
169 homes, on the former 
Gerry Pelletier land, east 
of the present town, This 
year, some 91 new homes 
are expected to be started 
in this location, Before more 
houses are built a sewer 
lift station has to be built, 
later increasing of the out- 
put of the Morinville water- 
plant will then be a necess- 
ity. 

The other area located in 
the south west part of town, 
will be developed by Marlo 
Construction, according to 
the Mayor. This comprises 
the Paul Cournoyer’s for- 
mer mink ranch acreage, 
the seven acres formerly 
owned by the St, Laurent 
Bros, and some part of the 
Robert Leslie McDonald 
acreage, north of the NAR 
track, on the west side of 
Old No, 2 Highway, and 40 
acres between the No, 2 
Highway formerly owned by 
Matt Tellier, 

The mayor was very eme 
phatie in stating that Mor-

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inville Council will uphold 
the proper development 
standards in all development 
projects, He also announced 
that a shopping centre is 
included in the new plans, 
to be located east of the 
Pelletier farmstead and 
south of the Morinville Auc- 
tion Market, onthe Pelletier 
land, There were no details 
given as to approximate area 
of the shopping centre, but 
the mayor cautioned the bus- 
iness people of Morinville 
that there would be no limit 
or choice of what competi- 
tion they would have to face 
and to prepare to face many 
new business openings inthe 
town, in the near future. 

He was very emphatic that 
light industrial develop- 
ments are very much needed 
within the next five years, to 
help absorb the new labor 
force that will be available 
in Morinville. This will also 
involve new expended facil- 
ities, including new extended 
library services, a new 
million gallon water reser- 
voir, just to mention a few 
additions that will be re- 
quired as the population 
grows, 

The mayor also stated 
that a three year limit on 
all local development agree= 
ments with the Town of Mor- 
inville have been made man- 
datory and will be enforced 
to curb withholding of pro- 
perty for speculative pur- 
poses, 

His final remarks were 
made regarding policing of 
the town, Mayor Stapleton, 
reported that the 1972 town 
census disclosed the fact 
that the town population was 


the same as last year, 1,483 
and therefore fell short of 
the required 1,500 popula- 
tion for Alberta RCMP 
grants to police the town, 
He remarked that the polic- 
ing of the town has improved

The Homemaker 
Shopping For Sheets? 


By Donna Mead, 
Assistant District Home 
Economist, 

It is quite often difficult 
to judge in the store how 
satisfactory bed linens will 
be because of their sealed 
plastic wraps, Recently, the 
Consumers’ Association of 
Canada tested several types 
of permanent press sheets 
and reported their findings 
in the magazine, Canadian 
Consumer = July/August 72, 

Here are some points to 
consider; 

Thread Count - Sheets are 
graded as to the number of 
yarns in asquareinch, Mus-~ 
lin sheets usually have a 
yarn count of between 128 
and 134, A count of 140 is 
considered the most durable 
Percale sheets have a high- 
er thread count - 180-186, 
The yarns are finer and 
therefore make the sheet 
softer and smoother, It is 
important that there be about 
the same number of threads 
going up and down as across, 
In other words, a balanced 
thread count gives strength. 

Blends - Superior - The 


tests found polyester/cotton 
blends to be superior to 
100% cotton sheets in app- 
earance anddurability, how- 
ever, blended printed and 
colored sheets do fade, Fad- 
ing is more noticeable in 
the printed type as plain 
colors fade more evenly, 
When shopping, look for an 
assurance of colorfastness 
on the label, 

Colors Hide Wrinkles - 
If 100% cotton sheets are 
preferred to blends, per- 
haps due to their greater 
comfort in humid areas, re- 
member that colored and 
printed cotton sheets appear 
less wrinkled than white 
ones, 

Puckering hems - Of the 
samples tested, all of the 
hems tended to pucker after 
tumble drying, Fancy hems 
of contrasting colors, or 
with piping and embroider- 
ed tape are worse than plain 
hems, Pulling the hems 
gently after machine drying 
may help to lessen the ae 
mount of puckering, 

Care of sheets - Laund- 
ering of permanent press

Allowance On 
Driers, Granaries 


Re-issued from the District Agriculturist’s Office 

The department of national revenue has issued regula- 
tions covering a special capital cost allowance for 
farmers who buy grain drying machinery or who buy or 
build grain storage structures, 

This special allowance applies to grain drying mach- 
inery and storage structures that have been bought or 
built since April 1, 1972, and it remains in effect until 
August 1, 1974, It is in addition to the regular deprecia- 
tion write-off that is allowed on graindriers and granar- 


ies, 


Using the diminishing balance regulations, the capital 
cost allowance rate for class 3 assets (concrete and 
Steel) is five per cent; class 6 (wood), 10 per cent; and 
class 8 (machinery) is 20 per cent, Under the special 
write-off, the depreciation for the first year will be as 


follows:

linens is best done in warm 
water (less than 125F) foll- 
owed by a tumble-dry warm 
drying cycle that includes 
4 cooling-down process at 
the end, 

Don’t overload the drier 
or allow linens to sit in- 
Side afterward or wrinkling 
will result, 

Buy Correct Size - Ob- 
taining the correct size is 
especially important for fit- 
ted sheets as strain reduces 
the wear life of the sheet. 

Tests and Results - CAC 
procedures included testing 
breaking and tearing streng- 
th and abrasion resistance, 
The blended sheets proved 
to be stronger than the 100 
per cent cotton in all cases 
due, in part to the high 
Strength and good abrasion 
resistance of the polyester 
yarns, As cotton tends to 
be weakened with a per- 
manent press finish, the 100 
per cent cotton fabric must 
be fairly heavy to ensure 
good strength, Therefore, 
weight is not necessarily 
a good guide for judging 
sheets. A polyester-cotton 
blend can be lighter and 
still have greater strength, 

Shopping Points - When 
Shopping for sheets, take 
notice of workmanship, 
Weaving or printing flaws 
or oil spots often appear 
in sheeting, even that which 
is offered as first quality, 
If durability will be affec- 
ted the flaw should not be 
accepted in a sheet sold as 
first quality, For instance 
a band of missing yarns 
or a tear at the selvedge 
can reduce strength, 

Check for the quality of 
sewing. Often times hems 
will twist and pucker as a 
result of being sewn off 
grain, The stretching should 
be parallel to the crosswise 
grain and not be larger than 
10 stitches per inch, Make 
sure the stitching across 
the ends of the hems is 
ade quate to prevent lint from 
collecting inside, 

Check for Labels - Look 
for some form of labelling, 
either printed on the sheet 
or package or on a paper 
insert, If separate from the 
article, save the informa- 
tion for future use, It should 
include the following: brand 
name, fiber content, yarn 
count, care instructions, 
size, shrinkage specifica- 
tions, manufacturers’ name 
and address, 

Comparison Shop - Prices 
of permanent press sheets 
vary between stores so it 
is a good idea to compare 
before buying, Although we 
think of the January and 
August ‘‘White Sales'’ as 
being the time to buy lin- 
ens, C,A,C,’s study showed 
‘‘sales’’ on sheets every 
month, Therefore it is a 
wise consumer who knows 
the regular price, 

As the results of the tests 
were generally similar from 
brand to brand, the testers’ 
conclusion was to buy by 
price rather thar brand,

This information on the 
lifting of the ban on the ex- 
port of Danish Landrace 
hogs was received by the 
Alberta department of agri- 
culture’s market devel- 
opment section from Bruce 
Marshall, commercial cou- 
nsellor at the Canadian Em- 
bassy in Copenhagen, 

There are approximately 
1,000 purebred Landrace 
producers in Denmark, and 
5,200 head of breeding stock 


were subjected to progeny 
testing analysis in 1971-72, 
These tests indicated an 
average daily gain on 45 to 
200-pound animals of 1.6 
pounds, 

The average back fat mea- 
surement was .08 inches and 
the side fat measurement 
was .06 inches with an aver- 
age of 62.5 per cent lean on 
the sides and a lean area of 
5.2-square inches inthe long 
back muscle. The highest 
scoring animals recorded 
67.5 per cent lean meat.
